turer, eamed atrick Tynan, but for a long time he 
remained a as baer’ fellow appeared to have 
unlimited funds at his disposal, and kept Carey and 
his associates well supplied.

On May Gth, 1882, the assassins met at “Wren's 
Public-house,” in Dublin, and the final details of the 
murder were settled, “ No. 1" being present. 

Brady, Caffrey, Tim Kelly, and Daniel Curley had 
been chess for the crime, and Kavanagh to drive 
them to the scene of the assassination, while Carey, a 
man named Smith, and Fitzharris, “ Skin the Goat,” 
were to follow in another car and give the signal when 
the moment arrived.
